"Now,  I've  done  this  before,"  Instructor  in 
English  Meredith  Price  tells  his  students.  "So  let  me 
tell  you  what  I  don't  want  to  happen.  You  leave  this 
class,  and  then  in  two  weeks  we'll  pass  each  other 
on  the  path  and  you  won't  say  hello.  Let's  not  do 
that.  Do  we  need  a  demonstration?" 

Call  it  what  you  will:  it's  an  exercise  in  can- 
dor, a  crash  course  in  consideration.  It's  a  class  with 
Meredith  Price.  And  it's  something  that  makes  stu- 
dents sit  up  and  listen:  compassion. 

Now,  for  the  first  time  since  the  summer  of 
1964,  Mr.  Price  is  leaving  the  classrooms  of 
Bulfinch  behind  for  good,  ending  an  Andover  career 
that  has  spanned  some  38  years  and  four  different 
heads  of  school.  He  has  run  three  dorms,  coached 
12  winning  seasons  of  boys'  varsity  soccer,  and 
served  on  countless  committees.  What  has  kept  him 
here,  though,  is  the  students. 

"Andover 's  always  had  a  wonderfully  diverse 
student  body,"  he  explains.  "And  even  though  no  adolescent  would  ever  agree,  I  feel  like  Andover 
has  always  been  a  place  that  tried  to  give  students  as  much  freedom  as  possible.  We  try  to  teach 
through  freedom." 

Another  of  Andover 's  strong  points?  "Its  tolerance  for  criticism  has  always  been  fairly 
high,"  says  Mr.  Price,  whose  reputation  as  a  devoted  and  inspiring  teacher  is  matched  perhaps  only 
by  his  notoriety  as  a  tireless  activist.  "I  think  about  Frost's  line  on  his  tombstone,  that  he  had  'a 
lover's  quarrel  with  the  world.'  I  guess  that  pretty  well  describes  my  relationship  with  Andover  ove 
the  past  38  years."  A  veritable  forefather  of  the  Pace  of  Life  debate,  he  has  campaigned  for  a  reduc- 
tion in  student  workload  for  years.  "As  you  can  see,  my  batting  average  as  far  as  effecting  change 
goes  hasn't  been  very  high,"  he  laughs. 

In  the  end,  though,  Mr.  Price  thinks  it  might  be  another  line  from  Frost's  poetry  that  best 
captures  the  tenor  of  his  time  at  Andover:  "Earth's  the  right  place  for  love.  I  can't  think  of  any  plac< 
it's  likely  to  go  better." 

Neither  can  we,  Mr.  Price.

The  Big  Blue  got  off  to  a  great  start  with  a  solid  team  victory  of  Loomis-Chaffee.  Offensively,  QB  Zak  DeOssie  led  the 
team.  Zak  was  21  for  31  for  261  yards.  His  leading  receiver  was  JT.  Simms  with  14  catches  for  159  yards  and  two  touch- 
downs. Zak  also  connected  with  Drew  Palin  on  a  61-yard  pass  for  a  TD.  The  final  Andover  TD  was  a  70-yard  interception 
return  by  Matt  Dugan.  Gary  Garcia  led  the  team  in  tackles  with  9,  and  the  defense  caused  four  turnovers.  The  Big  Blue  then 
powered  over  their  second  opponent,  Hotchkiss,  with  a  defense  that  did  not  allow  a  single  pass  completion  and  gave  up  a 
mere  76  yards.  Again,  QB  Zak  DeOssie  played  well,  throwing  for  201  yards  and  two  touchdowns.  Senior  QB  Mitch  St.  Peter 
also  threw  a  12-yard  scoring  strike  on  his  only  pass  of  the  day.
